That would send to the House 
the measure under which it is 
proposed to assist in the construc- 
tion of 1,500,000 new homes a year 
for 10 years, chiefly by aids to 
private enterprise. Included also, 
however, would be 500,000 public 
housing units to be built in the 
course of five years for the, use of 
low-income families. Construction 
of these homes would be subsi- 
dized by federal funds. 

The test vote came on an 
amendment proposed by Senator 
Cain (Rep.), Washington, to elim- 
inate the public housing feature 
of the omnibus bill. Cain’s amend- 
ment lost, 49 to 35. 

After the vote on .the amend- 
ment, the bill was laid aside for 
the day while the Senate held 
memorial services for members 
whoha ve died in the last three 
years. 

Missouri, Illinois Votes. 

Missouri's Senator ‘Kem voted 


tor Donnell for it. Both are Re- 
publicans.

Arm Shattered by Shotgun Blast Through

DETROIT, April 21 (AP)—Wal- 
ter P, Reuther, president of the 
CIO United Auto Workers, escaped 
death at a gunman’s hand last 
night. 

An unidentified assailant, creep- 
ing to a lighted kitchen window 
of the Reuther home, fired a shot- 
gun charge, inflicting serious arm 
and chest wounds. 

Doctors reported Reuther was 
out of danger today and would 
not lose his right arm, which was 
shattered. 

Detroit's police .and top dete 
tives “followed slim ‘clues in 
search for one or two men ia the 
assault. 

Prosecutor James N. McNally 
gaid Reuther himself blamed 
“mianagement, Communists or a 
screwball.” Reuther “wasn't much 
help on what happened,” McNally 
added. 

Reuther, 40 years old, has long 
b@en an avowed foe of Commun- 
ism. He has fired many union of- 
ficers in establishing hig control 

Currently the union, which 
speaks for nearly 1,000,000 work- 
ers of the automobile plants, is 
pressing its,new spring wage in- 
crease demand on the industry. 

Rewards Offered. 

The union offered a $100,000 re- 
ward for the arrest and convic- 
tion of Reuther’s assailant... The 
offcr followed one for $10,000 by 
ths city of Detroit. 

Reuther’s old local had offered

The Michigan State Committee 
of the Communist party, which 
counts Reuther one of its bitter- 
est foes, offered $500. A Commu- 
nist statement said the attack 
“was a despicable and depraved 
act which could only have been

The wounding of Reuther left 
in question the extent to which 
he can take part in his union’s 
wage drive.

The denial was made in answer 
to a question as to the uprising 
in Bogota, and whether any 
changes in the appraisal of in- 
formation are being considered. 
R. Adm. Hillenkoetter, director of 
CIA, testified last week before 
a House subcommittee that ample 
warnings as to the explosive situ- 
ation in Colombia were overruled. 


Source of Confusion, 


Inquiry showed that confusion 
resulted from the definition of the 
word “evaluation.” It is true that 
CIA in addition to supplying in- 
formation, sometimes volunteers a 
tentative interpretation. of its 
weight and value. But such sug- 
gestions are subject to witimate 
evaluation from above which may 
come from the White House and 
which, in all matters relating to 
foreign policy, goes to the State 
Department. 

CIA’S ‘ reeommendation may be 
ignored, or may lead to change or 
abandonment of a policy.

BOGOTA, April 21 (AP)—A 
resolution condemning the meth- 
ods of international Communism 
and recommending adoption of all 
necessary measures to combat it 
was presented the Inter-American 
conference today. 

The resolution was proposed by 
the United States, Chile, Brazil 
and Peru. 

“The American republics,” it 
said, “are convinced that, in the 
present cdndition of the world, in- 
ternational Communism, aasisted 
or instigated by one or more for- 
eign governments or by foreign 
groups or individuals, is an instru- 
ment of aggression for imperial- 
istic purposes and conatitutes a 
menace for their free democratic 
republican institutions and _ for 
their own independence and sov- 
ereignty.” 

The conference also voted to 
create a committee to investigate 
whether Nicaraguan troops actu- 
ally have invaded revolt-torn Costa 
Rica and, if so, whether it consti- 
tuted a violation of hemisphere 
agreements. 

Jose Figueres, the rebel chief 
who led a _ successful uprising 
against the Government of Teo- 
doro Picado Michalski, has 
charged that Nicaraguan soldiers 
crossed the frontier. 

The Nicaraguan delegation said 
the reports were exaggerated and 
that Nicaraguan soldiers were try- 
ing only to protect their border 
from “foreign elements,” said to 
have been heading toward the 
frontier. The Nicaraguang say 
such troops have been withdrawn 
and there are no Nicaraguan sol- 
diers now on Costa Rica’s soil.

BERLIN, April 21 (UP)-—Rus- 
sia halted all inland water trarf- 
fic between eastern and western 
Germany, including Berlin, today. 

The Russians, who already have

“Russian authorities have no 
legal right to interfere with in- 
land water transport,” a British 
spokesman said. “This is one of 
the few matters that is completely 
regularized and ratified between 
the four powers on paper.”

Inldhd canals are among the 
most important communication 
channels between east and west 
Germany, carrying an average of 
120,000 tons of freight a month.

WITH LOUD CALLS 


Six Gibbons Installed in 
Monkey House, Terrorize 


Visitors With Noise.

Visitors to the Zoo’s monkey 
house today quickly became aware 
that the building had some new 
residents. 

The loud, ringing calls of six 
gibbons, which arrived here by 
plane yesterday, reverberated 
throughout the monkey house. Di- 
rector George P. Vierheller said 
the calls, which can be heard for 
miles in the wilds, caused some 
visitors to stop in terror until they 


learned the source. 

The new arrivals — thin, long 
creatures that are constantly on 
the move—were shipped here from 
the San Diego Zoo, where they 
have been kept since January 
awaiting favorable weather for 
their transportation. The animals, 
smallest of the great apes, were 
captured in Siam. 

Included in the shipment was a 
white-handed gibbon, a counter- 
part of Skippy, popular inhabi- 
tant of the Zoo until it suffered a 
nervous breakdown trying to keep 
up with applause and died a year 
ago. 

An attempt will be made to use 
one of the new arrivals as a mate 
to Whoopsie, which has been the 
Zoo’s only gibbon recently. Whoop- 
sie has been without a mate since 
1943. 

So far Whoopsie has shown no 


huge banner announcing’ the 
purpose of the parade. They were 
followed closely by six trumpeters.

LOAN FIRMS SENDING 
CLIENTS IDE. ST. LOUNS 


They Thus Take Advantage 
of Higher Interest Rates | 
Allowed in Illinois. 


A number of St. Louis small loan 
firms, which are refusing to ac- 
cept new loans under Missouri's 
top interest rate of 8 per cent a 
year, are referring customers to 
their East St. Louis offices to take 
advantage of the higher Illinois 
interest rates, it became known 
today. : 

Missouri no longer has a special 
smal] loan interest law, but in IIli- 
nois the lending agencies are per- 
mitted to charge interest of 3 per 
cent a month on loans up to $150, 
2% per cent a month on res be- 
tween $150 and $300, and 1 nee 
cent a month between $300 and 


One lending firm official told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that in 
some instances loan applications 
are taken in St. Louis, but when 
the customers come back to sign 


the notes and get the money they 
are told to go to the East Side 


office to complete the transaction. 


The official said this practice 
has been going on since last 
December, but appears to be in- 
creasing recently since the Mis- 
souri Legislature adjourned with- 
out passing a new small loan law 
which the small loan lobby had 
sponsored. 

Some of the larger loan compa- 
nies, it was reported, are still 
lending money to “old customers” 
with established credit standings 
at the 8 per cent rate, but in most 
instances all new applications are 
being referred to the East St. 
Louis offices. 

Most of the major lending firms 
have always maintained offices on 
both sides of the river. In recent 
weeks several new loan offices 
have been opened on the East 
Side, Recently one of the largest 
operators, Public Loan Co., an- 
nounced it was closing most of its 


Missouri offices because it could) 


not operate successfully under the 
state’s general interest law permit- 
ting a top of 8 per cent,on con- 
tract loans. 

Some of the smaller firms quit 
operations here after State Super- 
intendent of Insurance Owen G. 
Jackson ruled recently that loan 
firms must stop requiring borrow- 
ers to take out excessive amounts 
of insurance-in connection with 
loans. This device had been used 
by some agencies to collect addi- 
tional fees. 

Missouri's special small loan in- 
terest law was knocked out by the 
1945 state constitutional conven- 


tion. Since then two interest bills 
have been vetoed by Gov. Donnel- 
ly on the ground the proposed 
rates were too high, and a new 
bill failed to pass at the recent 
session of the Legislature.

“Britain, France and the coun- 
tries of western Europe havw 
joined together in association 
of mutual help (the European Re- 
organization) 
which may soon become an or- 
ganization for common defense in 
which the might and authority of 
the United States will be a de- 
cisive factor,” he said. 


“There can be no hope for the 
world unless the peoples of Eu- 
rope unite, together to preserve 
their freedom, their culture and 
their civilization founded upon 
Christian ethics. 


“There can be no return of 
prosperity unless they help each 
other to the utmost and turn to 
the best advantage the life-giving 
stream which is flowing toward 
us across the Atlantic Ocean.” 


Churchill hailed the Communist 
defeat in Italy as a “historic 
event.” : 


“Italy, liberated by the Allies 
from the Fascist dictatorship of 
Mussolini, saved herself for the 
time being from the Bolshevik 
dictatorship of Stalin,” he said. 


“Italy now regains her place in 
the ranks of the principal powers 
of Europe instead of being, like 
so many unhappy countries, made 
to live in a cage with a. bear. 


“I rejoice to see Italy resume 
her full contacts with Britain and 
the United States.” 

He deplored the 
coup in Czechoslovakia, 
blamed it on “Quislings.” 


“We have all been /deeply 
shocked and grieved at the fate 
of Czechoslovakia,” he said. “Their 
lot has indeed been hard. No 
sooner were they free from the 
tyranny of MHitler’s gauleiters 
than, like Poland, they were 
dragged down into the subjugation 
of Soviet Quislings.”

Italy Remains Free 


Italy, by clear mandate of its people, has made 
its choice between a free society and the police 
state. Italy, where Western civilization centu- 
ries ago was brilliantly reared, remains with its 
own kind of people—the people of France, of 
Britain and of the United States, Communism, 
in what was undoubtedly the most momentous 
free election since the war, has suffered a crush- 
ing defeat. 

The cynical may say that the Italians were 
bribed by the Marshall plan, cajoled by the 
promise of Trieste’s return, threatened with moral 
obloquy by the Church, coaxed by letters frem 
Italian-American relatives and otherwise influ- 
enced to vote against Red rule. These, of course, 
were factors in the outcome. But we are per- 


‘suaded, from the size. of the vote and by the 


unexpectedly large total rolled up by the Chris- 
tian Democrats, that the result as a whole rep- 
resents a spontaneous outpouring of the Italian 
mind and heart in favor of freedom. The Ital- 
jans had witnessed the tragedy of Czechoslovakia 
and wanted to avoid its fate. 

Let’s not forget that the Communists and their 
allies, the left-wing Socialists, also had their 
‘weapons and their enticements. The Reds con- 
trol a large part of the labor union movement, 
with its special loyalties. They offered to turn 
factories over to the workers. They offered land 
to the peasants, in a nation where land is scarce 
and precious. They promised economic secur- 
ity in a nation where there is mass poverty. 

Yet, even in Communist strongholds like Mi- 
lan, Genoa and Florence, the Christian Demo- 
crats are running far ahead. A month, two 
months ago, it appeared to many observers that 
Italy was ripe for the clanging down of the Iron 
Curtain. Because of its geographical location, 
that would have been a strategic calamity for the 
West. But, what is even more important, it 
would have been a psychological catastrophe. A 
Red victory in Italy would have meant the loss 
of a major battle in the cold war. 

As the campaign warmed up, however, the 
Reds began to exhibit signs of weakness. In- 
stead of appealing for votes in the name of 
Stalin, they tried to exhume the spirit of the 
great Italian patriot, Garibaldi, and asked for 
votes in his name. And, instead of flaunting red 
banners, they waved the Italian flag and posed 
as champions of property, religion and small 
business. Fortunately, they did not control the 
policé or the courts, as the Reds did in Czecho- 


slovakia. And though their muscle-man, Luigi 


Longo, held the threat of terrorism with his pri- 
vate army, it was countered by the courageous 
attitude of Randolfo Pacciardi, Vice. Premier in 
charge of public order. 

Some of the most hopeful pre-election fore- 
casts indicated that the Christian Democrats 
would poll 45 per cent of the vote. But our own 
American observers felt that the Christian Dem- 
ocrats would do well to poll from 37 to 40 per 
cent. Actual results indicate that the party will 
poll close to 50 per cent. That means that De 
Gasperi not only can rigidly exclude all Reds 
and their sympathizers from his Cabinet, but 
that he will not even have to depend upon the 
smaller anti-Communist parties to form a gov- 
ernment. However, he would be well advised to 
retain the best elements of the present coalition 
to give the new Government a broadly repre- 
sentative .base. 

While we are throwing our hats in the air 
over the anti-Red victory in Italy, we must not 


, be unaware of some sobering considerations. 
+ Longo’s private army is presumably still intact 


and may try to gain by force what it could not 
gain at the ballot-box. A greater danger is that 
the Reds, through their control of labor unions, 
might attempt to paralyze the cquntry by a gen- 
eral strike. A third danger is that the new De 
Gasperi Government might fail, as it has failed 
in the past, to come through with needed re- 
forms, thus setting the stage for disillusionment 
and retrogression in the future. 

For the present, however, the Western world 
has a clean decision over the Kremlin in a politi- 
cal arena where the issues were plain for all to 
see, and where the people were able to vote with- 
out fear of tommy gun and concentration camp. 
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The Present Weather 

In any fair and open plebiscite on the weather, 
the present spell would win hands down, in a 
walk, and by a mile. It wilts no man’s collar. It 
gives no one the cold shoulder. It shines on 
the just and the unjust alike. It is just warm 
enough for human kindness, just cool enough to 
keep from spoiling, just sunny enough for a 


-gmiling disposition, just shady enough for a 


siesta on the greensward, just long enough to 
get used to, and just short enough for'a nostalgic 
memory.

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A Treasonable Movement’ __ 
We don’t think Negroes generally will be so 


' foolish as to join the movement to boycott the 


draft and universal training. This movement was 
started by Grant Reynolds, a former Army chap- 
lain, and by'A. Philip Randolph, head of the 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters. 

Reynolds showed a Senate committee a card 
saying he will not be drafted for “Jim Crow 
military service.” He says such cards will be 
circulated nationally, and that .buttons reading, 
“Don't Join a Jim Crow Army,” will be sold. 

What Reynolds and Randolph are aiming at, 
of course, is the segregation of Negroes in the 
armed services. They have a basis for their 
complaint. They can look proudly, moreover, 
on the record of Negro participation in Ameri- 
can wars since Crispus Attucks gave his life 
in the Boston Massacre. 

Nevertheless, what Reynolds and Randolph 
propose is treason. It was so termed by Sena- 
tor Wayne Morse of Oregon. Morse is no Bilbo. 
He js a Senator of broad and progressive views, 
and he is a supporter of the civil rights program 
of President Truman. 

In contrast to the stand of Reynolds and Ran- 
dolph is the position of Walter White, and Jesse 
O. Dedman, of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. White said 
Negroes are “totally fed up” with segregation in 
the armed services, but that “we have not coun- 
seled Negroes to refuse to serve their country.” 
Dedman told the Senators that the association 
would not advise Negroes to ignore the draft be- 
eause of segregation. : | 

There are many areas of segregation between 
the races in the United States—in education, in 
public places, in housing and so on. The Negro 
people are perfectly justified in fighting against 
it, and there are many white people who are 
fighting on their side. 

Segregation in the armed forces is, therefore, 
far from unique. It is 4 reflection of a condi- 
tion that exists throughout the United States, 
and one that is gradually yielding to persuasion 
and agitation. 

But when Negroes openly advocate boycotting 
the armed forces, that ts something far different

from arguing against segregation generally or in 
its particular manifestations, That is a refusal 
to participate in the nation's security. It is to 
preach a doctrine of treason. : 

Reynolds and Randolph are playing with dyna- 
mite. However hard it may be for Negroes to 
endure segregation in the armed services, they 
are perfectly free to work against it, as they are 
working against it in civil life. But they are 
not free to refuse to defend their country. 
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A Fine Analytical Job 

The staff of the Publie Service Commission 
has done a splendid job in breaking down the 
figures presented by Southwestern Bell in sup- 
port of its request for a rate increase of $3,250,- 
000 a year in Missouri. 

By its own estimate, the company was earning 
3.81 per cent on its investment. But when the 
commission’s staff sifted these figures and ad- 
justed them to the actualities, the return became 
6.63 per cent, without benefit of any rate in- 
crease whatever. This compares with an average 
return of roughly 5 per cent which has been 
granted A. T. & T. subsidiaries in other states. 

Homer Thorp, chief accountant for the com- 
mission, was not unduly rigorous or severe in 
the calculations by which he reached a return of 
nearly 7 per cent for Southwestern Bell. Both 
the City of St. Louis and Kansas City have per- 
suasively urged that in figuring the rate of re- 
turn, the depreciation reserve, amounting to 
$54,642,000, be subtracted from the investment 
figure. Instead of deing this, Mr. Thorp fol- 
lowed the commission’s present rule of crediting 
the company’s operating revenues with 3 per 
cent interest on the reserve. ‘If the reserves 
were subtracted from the rate base entirely it 
would add, on the basis of a 6.63 per cent return, 
nearly $2,000,000 additional to revenue. 

Neither did Mr. Thorp, in his calculation, take 


into consideration the estimated gain of $5,545,- | 


000 which the company’s 1948 operation is ex- 
pected to show over 1947 because of the large 
number of added telephones. 

He made his case by deducting nearly $2,000,- 
000 from the company’s estimate of its annual 
maintenance charges; by subtracting a like 
amount from the charge for current depreciation; 
by figuring a saving of nearly $700,000 by a year 
from the replacement of manually operated ex- 
changes by the dial system; by reducing the 
amount assigned for pension funds and wage ac- 
cruals by more than $600,000 and by knocking 
out entirely the license contract fee of $703,000 
which A. T. & T. would like Southwestern Bell to 
continue paying to it. 

If the commission does not agree in full with 
all the adjustments recommended by its chief 
accountant, there is ample latitude to reject 
some of his recommendations and still find that 
Southwestern Bell deserves no rate increase, but 
perhaps should give a reduction. 
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The Machine Rolls Along 


For the permanent chairman of the June con- 
vention, the G.O.P. managers have chosen the 
man who, ironically, is next in line for the presi- 
dency in the Truman Administration—Speaker 
Martin of Massachusetts.

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The Shooting of Walter Reuther 


Because of his ‘controversial position, the at- 
tempt to kill the CIO Auto Workers’ president, 
Walter Reuther’ calls for and will receive ex- 
traordinary diligence on the part of the police.

British Thanks for the Marshall Plan Between Book Ends 


The Mirror

Because of much talk about it, American aid has become a com- 
monplace, but now Europeans should renew their sense of wonder, 
says editorial; they should recognize a generous act without prece- 
dent and return thanks for it; they must make sure it is not in vain. 


From The Eeonomist, London 


Men lose their capacity for astonishment 
very easily. Let a thing be mentioned often 
enough and they begin to accept it as a 
normal unsensational fact. Few things have 
been mentioned more persistently in the 
last 10 months than the chances and the 
hopes and the possi- 
bilities offered by the 
Marshall plan, In- 
aensibly, people have 
grown used to it. Its 
fabulous quality has 
been stripped away. 


But since the plan 
is no longer just a 
hope or a chance but 
a concrete reality — 
an act approved by 
Congress and signed 
by the President, pro- 
visional funds  ajl- 
ready granted, ships 
already sailing with 
supplies from Ameri- 
can harbors—it is fitting that the peoples 
of Western Europe should attempt to re- 
new their capacity for wonder, so that they 
can return to the United States a gratitude 
in some way commensurate with the aid 
they are about to receive. For a day or 
two, the Marshall plan must be retrieved 
from the realm of day-to-day developments 
in international affairs and be seen for 
what it is—an act without peer in history.

Least Isolationist Nation 


In time of peace, in order to aid nations 
geographically remote and politically sep- 
arate from the Americas, at a time of great 
internal shortages, the United States is 
ready to give away over five billion dollars’ 
worth of commodities as the first install- 
ment of a wider program, to give them for 
peaceful economic reconstruction and, save 
for minor exceptions, to give them without 
political conditions of any sort. A year ago, 
the project would have been inconceivable 
—Congress was then making desperately 
heavy weather over only $400,000,000 for aid 
to Greece and Turkey. Ten years ago, such 
an initiative would have driven the nation 
into the arms of the America-Firsters, 


So, with their sense of astonishment re- 
stored, the peoples of Western Europe must 
offer their thanks to the American nation. 
It will be difficult, after this demonstration 
of international solidarity, to go on repeat- 
ing the old gibes about American isola- 
tionism, the old complacent references to 
American political immaturity. In recent 
months, the American public, in its eager- 
ness for information, its sustained interest 
in foreign affairs, and in its acceptance of 
positive and onerous responsibility, is rap- 
idly qualifying for the title of the least 
isolationist and self-absorbed of peoples, 


The Russian Responsibility 


And this development in turn is due, 
above all, to the work of a small group of 
leaders, on whose vision and devoted labors 
the successful development of the plan has 
depended, on Mr. Marshall and Mr. Ache- 
son for the sweep and courage of the in- 
itial project, on Mr. Vandenberg and Lewis 
Douglas, among many others, for the skill 
and patience—and speed—with which it 
was piloted through both Houses of Con- 
gress. This last point of speed is clearly 
vital. How often in the last 20 years has 
the reaction of democracy come too little 
and too late; but this time, the initiative 
has been captured by the party of freedom. 


It is true that the Russians carry a large 
measure of responsibility for the breakneck 
speed (by American standards) of the de- 
bates on the plan in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, all of which took place after the 
Communist coup in Prague. But there is 
no reason to suppose that, without the les- 
zon of Czechoslovakia, the House would 
have given a decision different from the 


‘ Senate’s, for which the groundwork had 
- been fully laid before the seizure of Czech- 
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oslovakia, even though the debate might 
have been larger and more discordant. — 


Nor has the bill been loaded with military 
and strategic commitments or diverted in 
any way from its original fundamentally 
constructive and pacific purpose. It emerges 
from its congressional ordeal as a bill for 
the peaceful reconstruction of Europe, 


Nevertheless, there is a warning to Eu- 
rope in the extent to which Russian action 
has speeded up the find! phases of the Mar- 
shall debate. For the sake of peace in Eu- 
rope, it must be hoped that, as the plan 
develops, its paciffe character will become 
more and more obvious, Russian opposition 
will decline and the effectiveness of Com- 
munist opposition be hamstrung by grow- 
ing economic prosperity. 


The Battle to Be Won 


When in a year’s time, and two years’ 
time and three years’ time, the further ap- 
propriations come to be voted by Congress, 
it should be assumed that the spur of the 
Communist menace may be ‘less sharp than 
it is today. Under such conditions, will 
Congress find the plan a sufficiently worth- 
while end in itself? Will the prospect of 
continuing a pacific effort of international 
reconstruction be compelling enough to call 
forth further dollars? 


The answer lies in one thing only—the 
way in which the European nations them- 
selves go about their work of recovery. 
Nothing could be more misguided at this 
moment than to throw one’s cap in the 
and believe that the “battle for the 
shall plan” has been fought and won. - 
Americans are moving up the heavy 
and the mechanized units, but the use 
Enropean general staff will make of 
cannot yet even be hazarded. 


The operation that lies ahead is one that 
calls for the last reserves of energy and 
skill in the 16 nations. Energy they must 
exhibit because the bulk of the productive 
effort falls on them, ‘Even if all Marshall 
aid for all four years is added together, it 
amounts to only some 5 per cent of the 
total output necessary to meet the targets 
laid down in the Paris report. And skill 
is no less essential, since .the use of that 5 
per cent may make all the difference be- 
tween Europe’s present halting economy 


and the reactivation of the whole machine. | 


Up to the 16 to Finish It 


As the latest report of the Economic 
Commission for Europe points out, the ac- 
tual recovery of production in Europe is 
substantial. What is lacking is the free cir- 
culation and exchange of wealth made pos- 
sible by active and balanced trade. The 
European economy is like a machine with 
three or four essential cogs missing. These 
the American 5 per cent is designed to 
supply, But their restoration is not auto- 
matic. ' 


In the last two years Europe has already 
received some nine billion dollars and will 
not receive a larger figure in the next two. 
If the results in 1949 are to be different 
from those of 1947, the 16 nations must ful- 
fill their side of the bargain by solving to- 
gether in the closest collaboration the prob- 
lems which eluded them as long as they 
acted in 16 jealous and inde- 
pendent sovereignties. If they so act, there 
is a chance of the plan succeeding in Eu- 
rope, If they do not, their failure will spell 
the end of congressional interest. 


Success or failure of the plan now lies 
fairly and squarely with the 16 nations. 
They have been given the tools, It is now 
for them to finish the job.

QUESTIONS ON TRAINING 


They Also Are Asked About 
Overseas Duty if Draft 
Is. Revived. 


About 2200 Army reserye officers 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
were receiving registered letters 
this weék from Missouri Organ- 
ized Reserve headquarters, calling 
on them to indicate in a question- 
Maire their avaitability for part- 
time and full-time training and 
also whether they would volunteer 
for extended active duty if selec- 
tive service is enacted. 


Similar letters went out this 
week to reserve officers through- 
out the country, including 6441 in 
‘Missouri. Use of registered mail 
was ordered by Washington,’ it 
was learned, to assure that evéry 
officer be reached without delay. 

A letter over the signature of 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, Army 
Chief of Staff, was inclosed. It 
explained the purpose of the ques- 
tionnaire and emphasized that it 
be completed and returned imme- 
diately. 

“In the event you do not com- 
‘plete and return the enclosed ques- 
onnaire within 15 days it will be 
‘assumed that you do not desire 
to participate in the Organized Re- 
serve Corps program to any de- 
gree and you will automatically be 
regarded as inactive,” the letter 
said. 

The question on selective service 
asked whether the officer would 
volunteer for overseas service and 
whether for one or three years. 
Gen. Bradley’s letter explained 
the question was “indicated by the 
President’s request for enactment 
of selective service legislation.” 
“It has been added to the other 
questions as a separate item of 
information, not related to the 
basic questionnaire, in order to ac- 
cumulate responses within a sin- 
ble mailing,” the letter said. 


New National Guard Building Into

WASHINGTON, April 21 (UP) 
—A nuew streamlined National 
Guard, equipped with almost 2000 
planes and with anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery, is steadily building into 
shape, Army officers said today. 

The new air National Guard 
program is three months ahead of 
schedule. So far 21,000 men have 
been arganized into 355 air units 
operating 1904 planes. The air 
guard will have 25,000 men by 
June 30 and 3212 planes when fully 
equipped.

N this form of partnership gin 
ine partners sit on the same 

side of the table, or tables as 
the case may be. Usually the en- 
tire game is played against one 
particular member of the oppos- 
ing team although some play that 
after losing a hand.a side may 
change seats. Then if the oppon- 
ents lose a hand later on they 
can also change seats. 

In this type of game you may 
look at your partners’ hands and 
predicate your play accordingly. 
Thus, if your partners hold bad 
hands it may pay you to play for 
gin, while if they seem to be in 
good shape you might knock. 

This game may also be played 
with consultation and advice per- 
mitted. Some allow advice at any 
time; others permit it only by a 
player who has finished his own 
hand. This latter is more satis- 
factory as it gives the player who 
has finished his hand something 
to do besides looking annoyed 
without slowing the game up ma- 
terially. 

The best way to consult is for 
the man who is playing the hand 
to suggest a discard, whereupon 
the partner either approves or 
suggests some other card by 
touching it. If they can not agree, 
the man playing the hand may 
overrule his partner. 

When a player is able to knock 
and does not know whether or not 
to play on he usually asks his 
partner’s advice by pointing to a 
card in one of his matched sets 
and suggesting that as a discard. 
Obviously, ‘he does not intend to 
throw it, so what he is saying is 
“Shall I knock?” 

When advice is permitted and 
the partner of the actual player 
announces a knock, it must stand. 
Of course this is bad form, but 
there are players who go even 
further and reach into their part- 
ner’s hand to discard for him.

HIS expression, about which 
T one of our readers inquires, 

turns out rather surprising to 
the researcher. From its old-time 
flavor, one would expect to find it 
in the time-honored collections of 
maxims and proverbs.

Declarer concluded — wrongly — 
that all the hearts at his disposal 
were “equals,” hence permitted 
himself the luxury of covering 
West's eight with dummy’s nine. 
East won and returned the club 
king. Declarer won and laid down 
his three top spades, then led his 
heart 10 and passed it to East— 
this play would at least set up 
the ace afd jack for discards. 
Unfortunately for the North-South 
cause, the discards were worth- 
less. East won the heart trick, 
cashed the club queen, and led 
a third club. West won and shift- 
ed to a diamond, and though de- 
clarer could discard two diamonds 
on dummy’s hearts, this did not 
save him from conceding the fatal 
trick. 

It was South's wastefulneas at 
the very first trick that made 
him lose his sound contract. The 
proper play was to put on dum- 
my’s five-spot. East would win 
and shift to clubs, but declarer 
would have clear sailing. He 
would win with the ace, draw the 
outstanding trumps, then lead his 
remaining heart to the ace. Now 
the jack-nine of hearts would 
still be in dummy and it would 
be a simple matter to lead one 
of these cards through East, who 
was marked with the outstanding 
heart honor. 

Observe that after South covers 
West’s heart eight with dummy’s 
nine, he can’t handle the suit to 
lose one heart trick.

ILD edible weeds that rural 
W toixs call “greens” are won- 
derful food, They’ are a rich 
source of iron, calcium and vita- 
mins A and C. No is the time of 
the year to get acquainted with 


how to enjoy them. A c 

one is dandelions that even city 
people often indulge in. Another 
is narrow or curly dock which is 
sour in flavor and resembles rhu- 
barb slightly. Another one with 
similar flavor is sheep’s sorrel 
which resembles the houseplant 
known as oxalis. These two sourish 
plants are best when cooked with 
milder flavored greens. 


The milder flavored ones include 
lambs quarter, pepper grass, care- 
less or pig’s weed, wild lettuce, 
wild primrose, and poke weed. 
There are several varieties of wild 
lettuce. Two are smooth-leaved, 

one has long oval, and the other

prickly leafed wild lettuce. All are 
edible and have tender stems con- 
taining milky juice.

This pot liquor is so 
pleasantly flavored that it should 
be always served with the greens, 
When greens are cooked in a 
small quantity of water, both the

Dandelion or Wild Greens. 


One-fourth pound salt pork, one 
quart water, two pounds dandelion 
greens or other wild greens. 

Choose pork with strips of lean 
and cut into one-quarter inch 
slices. Put into kettle and add 
water. Heat to boiling, cover, re- 
duce heat and simmer for 30 min- 
utes. Then add the well-washed 
greens. Cover and reheat to boil- 
ing. When greens have wilted 
down, turn over and press down 
until they are below the surface 
of the liquid. Continue cooking, 
uncovered, until they are very ten- 
der, 30 to 45 minutes, depending 
on age and tenderness. If more 
water is needed during cooking, 
add boiling water to keep the 
greens just covered. When done, 
drain off pot-liquor and serve 
greens with pork laid over the top 
and the pot liquor separately. If 
more salt is needed, add at end of 
cooking. Five servings.
